VATICAN CITY Uf t—A reliable I 
source said today ailing Pope Piusj 
XII passed “a none too tranquil 
night”. His rest was again dis­ 
turbed by hiccups. 
But the pontiffs doctors hope 
that if the weather is good he will 
be able to take an automobile ride 
later today in the Vatican gardens. 
The ride would be part of a new 
course of treatment aimed at in­ 
creasing gradually the Pope’s phy­ 
sical activ ities. 
The 78 year-old head of the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church has not left 
his Vatican apartment since his 
grav e collapse Dec. 2 
X-rays 
taken two days ago showed he is 
suffering from a small hernia of 
the esophagus, near where it joins 
the stomach, and from gastritis. 
A highly placed source said yes­ 
terday the gastritis, an inflamma­ 
tion of the stomach, is of a hem­ 
orrhagic nature and causes a slow 
loss of blood. 
His physicians hope to build up 
the Pope’s strength with increased 
oral feeding and to enliv en his ap­ 
petite by such outings as the auto 
ride.

WASHINGTON « — Key law- 
makers in a Congress nev er be­ 
fore willing to v ote for univ ersal 
military training gav e cautious ap­ 
prov al today to President Eisen­ 
hower’s program of boosting the 
military reserv es while 
cutting 
armed serv ices strength. 
Both Democratic and Republican 
members generally approv ed a de­ 
fense department announcement 
yesterday of plans to excuse 100,- 
000 youngsters yearly from the 
draft if they v olunteer for six 
months activ e training and follow 
it with 
years reserv e duty. 
But most of the legislators will­ 
ing to comment keyed their ac­ 
ceptance of this p r o p o s a l to 
changes Congress may want to 
make in a program generally re­ 
garded as rev iv ing in limited form 
UMT recommendations that hav e 
not been too popular in the past. 
As outlined by the Defense De­ 
partment, 
the Eisenhower plan 
would permit 17-year-olds to v olun­ 
teer at $30 a month for six months 
training and lengthy reserv e duty 
in the National Guard, Army or 
Marine Corps units. 
The draft would continue, the 
National Guard would remain un­ 
changed, and the Nav y and Air 
Force would rely on other pro­ 
grams to build up their reserv es. 
The ov erall program would po- 
v ide a fiv e million man reserv e 
oy 1959, including three million in 
a ready reserv e subject to imme­ 
diate call, and two million in a 
secondary reserv e composed large­ 
ly of v eterans. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson es­ 
timated the cost at $1,100,000,000 
yearly, about 350 millions more 
than the present cost of National 
Guard and reserv e activ ities. 
As the stronger reserv e comes 
into being, tentativ e plans call for 
a 468 ,000 man cut in the present 
armed forces strength to a lev el 
of 2,700,000 men in June 1959. Wil­ 
son did not estimate the sav ing 
this would bring.

They left their ov ernight bags at 
a downtown hotel when they re­ 
turned to Criminal Courts Building 
this morning, an indication they 
might hav e to spend a second night 
in the hotel. 
Sheppard was reading In his cell, 
He played cards for a time after 
the case went to the jury Friday 
morning. 
A false alarm shortly after 10 
ajn. sent scores of reporters rush­ 
ing into the courtroom from the 
corridors where they are wait­ 
ing. A court o fficer « aid so meo ne 
accidentally bumped the door at 
the jury room and the foreman 
sounded 
the buzzer—the signal 
they will giv e when they are ready 
to come in with a v erdict. 
The foreman said he asked to 
hav e the noise inv estigated, 
Co rrig an No t Present 
William J. Corrigan, v eteran 
criminal lawyer who heads Shep­ 
pard’s defense, was not in the 
building today. An associate said, 
howev er, that if a v erdict of guilty 
should be brought against Shep­ 
pard a notice of appeal will be 
filed within the required three days. 
The jury is not deciding solely 
the question of whether Sheppard 
is innocent or guilty. 
The state charged that he not 
cnly beat his wife to death, but 
said he premeditated the crime 
and 
commited 
it 
with 
malice 
aforethought. These are the con­ 
ditions for murder in the first de­ 
gree. 
The penalty, unless coupled with 
a recommendation for mercy, is 
death in the electric chair.

One of the deepest ironies of all time would 
b? reconstruction of German military power to 
a point where it might challenge the nations 
try ing to use it for their own security . 
rhe Germans are in no mood for rearmament 
They are wary of the Paris agreements on Ger­ 
man sovereignty and rearmament They know 
that the Western Allies need their military man­ 
power and skill. But they remember that the 
Western Allies destroy ed # Germany 's military 
•trength during and after World War II, there­ 
by causing the unbalance, of European power 
which now raises the menace of Russian aggres­ 
sion. 
German militarists and manufacturers were 
punished for World War II. There was talk of 
forcing Germany to go back to a pastoral con­ 
dition, to keep it from becoming a military pow­ 
er again. Its machinery was shipped away to 
Russia, which used it to such good advantage 
the Western Allies now are urging Germans to 
help them defend Europe against Russia. 
It does no good to dwell on inconsistency in 
balarce-of-power politics, because balance of 
power is the essence of consistency . There is 
only one goal — to keep any one power or group 
of powers from becoming strong enough to dom­ 
inate the world. 
Fifteen y ears ago, Germany was seeking 
world domination. Today , the threat is raised 
by the Soviet Union. 


Conformity Malignancy

Eisenhower Could Be Nominee Of Both Parties 


' No Evidence' 
Wher Federal Judge Walter J. LaBuy dis­ 
missed the Justice Department's abortive anti­ 
trust suit against die duPont family . General 
Moors and U. S. Rubber last week, he used 
this phrase over and over again: 
“ No evidence.” 
The suit was started on June 30, 19 49 . It 
asked the federal court to order a financial re­ 
shuffle that would have disorganized a large 
segment of U. S. business. 
In 19 52, just before the New Deal - Fair Deal 
era ended, the Justice Department demanded 
that 186 members of the duPont family , includ­ 
ing an eight-month-old baby , be involved in 
what by that time clearly was a spitework case. 
Now in 19 54, after millions of dollars and 
thousands of hours have been frittered away , 
the judge who heard every thing the government 
lawy ers could bring to bear on the case can 
find no evidence to support any of the counts in 
the original suit 
The U.S. attorney general in 1949 was J. How­ 
ard McGrath. What he had in mind is not 
known. A boondoggle for lawy ers, perhaps. 


Once upon a time Gen. Dwght 
Eisenhower, while chatting with a 
soldier friend, said that , he would 
like to run for president but only 
if he could be nominated by both 
political parties. This happened not 
so many y ears ago, when the Ei­ 
senhower name was already be­ 
ginning to appear in the news­ 
papers as a possible presidential 
nominee. 
The soldier friend said that such 
a development would not be wel­ 
comed because it would eliminate 
tbe two-party sy stem which is so 
traditional in America, but Eisen­ 
hower clung to the concept until he 
was forced to choose between a 
Democratic and a Republican pres­ 
idential nomination. Now that he 
has to deal with a Democratic 
Congress, the President relishes 
the prospect of play ing a non­ 
partisan role. 
It wouldn’t be surprising if in 
1956 the idea of nominating Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower on both 
p a r t y 
tickets comes up for public dis­ 
cussion. 
Eisenhower has managed in re­ 
cent weeks to extricate himself 
from the position of a party man, 
and most of his political fighting 
has been inside the Republican 
party . 
Today the so-called left wing in 
the Republican party — if that be 
the proper term to use as the op­ 
posite of what the pro-Eisenhower 
folks now call the right wing — is 
enthusiastically praising the Presi­ 
dent’s leadership in that respect 
and is rejoicing over the defeat, if 
not the complete overthrow, of the 
Republican right wing. 


THESE LEFT* WING Republi­ 
cans are say ing that the recent 
vote in the Senate was a clear-cut 
division between the two factions 
of the party and that it proves 
Eisenhower now is leader and can 
afford to ignore, if not further con­ 
demn and run out of the party , 
those who do disagree with him. 
At the moment, moreover, warm 
words of praise are being given to 
the President for having success­ 
fully wooed the Democratic lead­ 
ers in Congress to his side this 
week. 
The assumption is that he will 
get even more help from the 
Democrats next session than from 
the so-called right wing Republi­ 
cans and that he will thus recon­ 
stitute his majority by building it 
out of the Democrats in Congress 
and a big chunk of the Republican 
party . 
Eisenhower was opposed for the 
nomination by many of the Taft 
men in the Republican party in 
19 52 primarily because they be­ 
lieved that at heart he was a bet­ 
ter Democrat than Republican. In 
fact, that’s his reputation abroad. 
The moxnen the news dispatches 
record Eisenhower as favoring big­ 
ger spending programs for them 
and as say ing or doing things to 
disassociate himself from the so- 
called right wing Republicans, the 
more popular he becomes in the 
ey es of the European press.

JUDGING BY the way the Presi­ 
dent has accepted the advice and 
guidance of the left wing of his 
party , it would appear that he be­ 
lieves in many , if not all, of the 
policies of the Roosevelt - Truman 
administrations under which he 
served. It seems natural for him, 
therefore, to be fighting the right 
wing Republicans who have criti­ 
cized his close friend, Gen. Mar­ 
shall, and Secretary Acheson and 
other officials of the Democratic 
administration. 
The President himself probably 
would not agree that he is devoid 
of all partisan feeling. He is hap­ 
piest, of course, when he doesn't 
have to identify himself with either 
party , though in 1951 there was a 
serious effort made to feel him out 
on the possible acceptance of the 
Lemocratic presidential nomina* 
tion and he declined the overtures. 
It is undoubtedly true that to­ 
day President Eisenhower is very

see him nominated on their ticket, 
too, so as to assure the left wing 
of continued control of the whole 
government.

NOTWITHSTANDING this and 
the fact that the California senator 
has voted in Congress for 87 per 
cent of tbe Eisenhower program, 
he is called a right wing Republi 
can by the left wing press. It must 
be that any senator who deviates 
only by the slightest margin from 
the administration is promptly put 
in the political doghouse by those 
who purport to speak for or re­ 
flect the viewpoint of President Ei­ 
senhower. 
A presidential nomination for the 
same man by two parties would 
not be unnatural in a period when 
the trend toward one .man govern­ 
ment andjpa one-party government 
continues — as dissenters are con­ 
demned, censured or threatend 
with the purge. This is certainly 
normal in one-party countries.

Music As An Aid In Healing 


When British Broadcasting Corp. gave its tele­ 
vision viewers a long-rehearsed version of 
George Orwell's "19 84’’ last Sunday night, there 
was an angry reaction. 
Viewers objected to being confronted in their 
home* with the horror of Orwell’s shuddery 
version of what lies in wait for a society that 
Belies too* much on authoritarian government 
His forecast about men and women who will 
hove lost all initiative by 1984 and will have 
Bo more control over their government than a 
dairy herd has over its keepers was as bor* 
fible on television as it was in his book. 
It is now four y ears closer to 1984 now than 
It was in 19 50 when Orwell died of tuberculosis 
after doing every thing in Ms literary power to 
hVocx statism, with "Animal Farm" and "19 84." 
And Britain still must reckon with the political 
p o wer of a determined faction of socialists 
ranging from Fabians to Communists. 
It is not hard to imagine who did the squawk* 
feig about "19 84" in Britain. There was no pro­ 
test in the United States when the book was 
Anmatfmrt lor television her« . 


The medical profession is making 
significant strides at using music 
to aid in healing. 
Ancient epic verse and Holy Writ 
indicate that music has had a 
place in healing, at least for trau­ 
ma and psy choneuroses, for a long 
rime. Ever since ancient times peo­ 
ple have, from time to time, tried 
to associate music with the art oi 
healing. 
What's new is that since the lat­ 
ter part of World War II and con­ 
tinuing up to the present, the medi­ 
cal profession has been using music 
increasingly in nospitais as an aid 
in the treatment of the sick. 
Much of this modern work is 
being done in cooperation with pro 
fessional musicians and with sound 
engineers. 
Doctors know, for instance, that 
musical stimuli produce certain 
phy siological and psy chological re­ 
actions. There alway s has been 
hope, doctors in this field point 
out, that the ancients really had 
something which could be scientif­ 
ically applied to modern medicine, 
even heip reduce in time the pres­ 
ent .oad of our overcrowded hos­ 
pitals. 
0 
T ie re are now listed in the cat­ 
alogues of several colleges f u l l 
courses in musical therapy , includ­ 
ing internships in hospitals and 
medical institutions. 
Ensembles of musicians have 
play ed particular selections, some­ 
times original compositions, to pa­ 
tients within a certain category of 
Illness. 
Music also is being used in con­ 
nection with anesthesia. 
It has been found, for instance, 
that the proportion of anesthetic 
gas to oxy gen can be appreciably 
lowered if the patient listens to 
quiet muse through earphones. 
In New York City , a dentist has 
performed several thousand opera­ 
tions involving total anesthesia us­ 
ing this technique. It also has been 
used by the maternity department 
of at least one hospital here in 
more than 1,500 childbirth cases. 
In one hospital, there are two 
wards of similar size filled with 
pschoneurotic 
p a t i e n t s . 
The 
amount of drugs used in either 
ward to get the patients to sleep 
wa* fairly consistent and similar. 
Music of a relaxing nature was in- 
traduced into one ward, whereupon

to make friends and influence peo­ 
ple in the Far East hardly can be 
called fortunate. 


THE FRST BIG venture in that 
tfne was saving China from the 
Japanese and try ing to keep it out 
of Communist hands. As document­ 
ed in the white paper, issued by 
the State Department in 19 49 , the 
U.S 
contributed $3,523,000,000 in 
cold cash for Chinese governmental 
and civilian aid between 1937 and 
1948 inclusive. This did not include, 
the white paper said, “ surplus 
property originally worth $1,708,- 
100,000 sold to the Chinese since 
the war for $232 million dollars, 
about half on credit’ or “ 6,500 tons 
of ammunition abandoned by the 
U.S. Marines and given to China 
in 19 47." 
Two aspects of these gifts to 
China very much in the minds of 
congressmen are (1) that hardly 
any of the military supplies we 
gave to Chiang Kai-shek’s govern­ 
ment were fought with until after 
they were surrendered to the Com­ 
munists and used against ourselves 
in Korea, and (2) that scarcely 
any of the relief for c i v i l i a n s 


es. It was used rather by Chiang 
to bolster his Kuomintang political 
front. Some of the Military equip­ 
ment supplied to Chiang turned up 
in the hands of Communist forces 
in Indochina this y ear. 
Said the white paper: 
“ The late Joseph W. Stflwell 
(U.S. commander - in • chief in 
China) reported late in 19 44: 
/ ‘Chiang Kai-shek believes he can 
goon milking the U.S. for money 
and muniiions by using the old 
gag about quitting if he is not 
supported."

THE LATER REMARK might 
be echoed concerning President 
Sy ngman Rhee of the Korean Re­ 
public, who was brought back to 
Korea by the United States in 1945 
and held his job solely by Ameri­ 
can sufferance until we provided 
him with a 20-division native army . 
Since the armistice in 1953 Rhee 
repeatedly has threatehed to use 
that army to renew the war unless 
the United States comes through 
with more aid of one sort or an­ 
other. 
There is the case of Indochina 
mto which the United States poured 
at least a billion dollars in an ef­ 
fort to resist communism only to 
see the French and anti-Communist 
native forces decisively defeated at 
Dien Bien Phu. Northern Viet Nam 
now is under Communist rule with 
strong indications that the rest of 
that province and perhaps Cam­ 
bodia and Laos will go the same 
way . 


Discussing that situation only a 
few day s ago,# a topflight official 
of the Eisenhower administration 
confesses that Indochina itself was, 
of no consequence to any body , eco­ 
nomically or militarily . The only 
reason we have worried about it, he 
said, is that in the hands of the 
Communists it might be used as 
a base from which to infiltrate 
Siam and Malay a, countries which 
do have raw materials highly im­ 
portant to the Western world. 


AFTER RECEIVING billions in 
American assistance since the war, 
Japan has just installed a new gov­ 
ernment that is open.y talking of 
resumption of its old-time trade 
with Russia and China — provided, 
of course, the United States does 
Dot outmatch what might be de­ 
rived from doing business with 
Communists. 
Secretary of the T r e a s u r y 
Humphrey has reported since his 
return from attendance at the re­ 
cent Inter-American Economic Con­ 
ference in Brazil that the “ Marsh* 
all Plan for Asia" prospectus, first 
broached by Harold Stassen in the 
midst of that meeting, all but dis­ 
rupted it. 
South and Central Americans 
can’t understand why , if the U.S. 
has so many dollars to spread 
around the world, it shouldn’t de­ 
vote just a few to peoples closer 
ho its own doorstep. 
Guatemala recently garnered a 
basketful, but only after it appear­ 
ed to be on the verge of Com- 
I munist engulfment.

Miller’s son, Frederick Jr., 20, 
died in the furiously b urning plane 
along with the pilots, Joseph Laird, 
39, and his b rother Paul, 34, b oth 
of Milwaukee. 
Miller, 48, a University of Notre 
Dame footb all star under the late 
Knute Rcckne, died of injuries 
several hours after the crash. 
Tne trip, planned as a hunting 
jaunt into the Canadian woods, 
was only a few seconds old when 
the Miller-owned twin-engine plane 
sputtered and pl u n ge d to the 
ground at 5:08 p.m. near a resi­ 
dential area north of Gen. Mitchell 
Field. 
The four men had Just taken off 
trom the field, b ound for Portage 
ia Prairie northwest of Winnipeg, 
where the Millers own a cab in. 
The craft hit the ground ab out 


125 feet from a home north of the 
field. The Senior Miller was thrown 
out. 
“My God, don’t b other ab out 
me,” Miller shouted to a resident 
who 
rushed 
to

wreckage. 
“There are three others in the 
plane.”

But searing flames drove b ack 
rescuers. Police and firemen were 
helpless. 
Miller, b urned over a large por­ 
tion of his b ody, his right leg 
b roken and suffering internal in­ 
juries, was rushed to Johnston 
Emergency Hospital. Blood plasma 
was administered and part of the 
time he was conscious He died 
five hours after the take-off crash. 
He was president of the Miller 
Brewing Co., founded b y his grand­ 
father, and of the Milwaukee Assn. 
of Commerce.

He thinks that would 
be an unworthy pray er. “ I just 
pray that I will be in my best 
form/* he said once. “That is all 
y ou need to do. You will win out 
in life if y ou are alway s in y our 
best form.” 
Once, during an im portant game, 
when he was very much under pres­ 
sure. the crowd saw him walk 


was holding a m ental picture of 
himself back on a creek in Indi­ 
ana, where he often fishes. It was 
early in the morning and there 
was a long, white stream er of m ist 
about three feet above the water. 
It seemed to be one of the most 
peaceful morning« he had ever 
known. Suddenly there came, over 
the quiet water, the sound of music 
and words of a hy mn. Some peo­ 
ple were holding a morning devo- 
t ’onal service on a hilltop not far 
away . They were singing: “ Dear 
Ix)rd and Father of mankind, for­ 
give our feverish w ay s!” A deep 
and profound peace cam e to him 
at that moment. 
This was the peaceful and re­ 
laxing experience he recaptured 
tnrough this m ental excursion when 
he faced a crisis on the diamond. 
“ And,” he told me, “ when I came 
back refreshed from that m ental 
journey to Indiana, I was able to 
have better control and pitch more 
effectively . 
SO YOU SEE the practice of the 
presence of God is not something 
im practical and indulged in only 
by religious fanatics. Every where 
today , in business, in the home, 
whatever the job in life may be, 
when the pressure gets strong when 
the tension rises, people are prac­ 
ticing God’s presence. “ Live so 
close to God,” say s Carl Erskine,

first-degree murder.

The seven men and five women 
jurors look ed tired, and some of 
them seemed a little grim last 
night when Judge Edward Blythln 
excused them and sent them to a 
downtown Cleveland hotel for the 
night. 
There is no time limit to the 
34 jury’s deliberations, the judge saic 
'’" later. He declared: 
I don’t think there is any limit, 
and even Sunday is a fine day . 
As long as the defendant 
is in 
court. I don’t think there 
is any 
law against deliberating or return­ 
ing a verdict on Sunday.’ 
Sheppard confronted them three 
times during recesses in the de­ 
liberations. 
Each time they left the Criminal 
Courts Building, for luncheon, din 
ner and retirement, they were 
brought back to the courtroom 
where the trial was held. Each 
time, Blythin cautioned them not 
to talk with anyone while they 
were outside the jury room. 
Sheppard was in the room each 
time 
He look ed at them closely, but ■ 
tiie faces of the jurors showed little 
or nothing.

One of the women gave him a 
quick glance, and then turned her!
